Results From 


Explosions Caused By Dust 


| This is very common in barns of hay, 


alfalfa, etc., the annual loss amount- 
ing to $60,000,000 annually. 

An interesting case occurred near 
Middlesex, Vt. after the flood last 
year. The water rose to a height of 
seventeen feet in a barn containing 
about fifty tons of hay. A day after 
the flood had receded considerable 
steaming was noticed, The third day 
a charred odor was apparent, _ and 
that afternoon the barn burned, The 
hay still stood in three feet of water 
when the barned burned, It is a clear- 
cut case of a fire which was started 
by water, and due to the fact that 
water contains oxygen. 

Fires of this type have occurred 
in coal, both in mines and in stor- 
age, and are particularly common 
among oily rags. One cannot be too 
careful, for even “stones” burn, as 
any one knows who has ever made 
acetylene gas by -letting water drip 


on the stone-like substance calcium* 
carbide, 


The Use Of the Swather 


A New Development In Grain Har- 
vesting In the West 

The most noteworthy developmént 
of recent years in western agricul- 
ture is the use of the swather. The 
report of the superintendent of tho 
Swift Current Experiment Station 
explains its use and points out that 
the principal object of the swather 
is to eliminate a portion of the wait- 
ing period between binder harvesting 
and combine harvesting and thus 
avoid the possibilities of loss due to 
unfavourable weather. The crop is 
cut and laid in swaths, each of which 
contains the straw and heads of a 
strip 16 to 24 feet wide, depending 
on the cutting mechanism. The cut- 
ting mechanism may be either the 
combine knife and a table or one or 
more headers. Swathing can be done 
at the time binder harvesting com- 
mences.“If the weather is favourable 
the swaths can be threshed four to 
six days later. Threshing is perform- 
ed by means of the combine equipped 
with a special pickup device. 

When crops are slow to ripen to 


the degree where the combi can be 
safely used, or where ripening is un- 
even, the swather is 
advantage.

Af- 
ter his salutation and words of 
thanksgiving (verses 1-9), Paul takes 
up this report and appeals to his 
readers to be of one mind, “I be- 
seech you, brethren, through the name 
of our Lord Jesus,” he wrote—-a name 
which should be a reminder to them 
of their oneness as His disciples 
“that ye all speak the same thing,” 
that you agree in calling Christ your 
Leader, ‘and that there be no divi- 
sions among you.” 

A sadly needed bit of counsel this 
for our day! It is said that in one of 
the great cities of England a quarrel 
arose among the firemen, and at the 
first fire which they were to fight in- 
stead of putting out the flames they 
turned the hose on one another.
